SPRING WORK'IN THE FLOWER 
* GARDEN 


Many silos are being constructed by 
farmers throughout the south and the 
growing of sunflowers for ensilage is 
now an assured thing.

No doubt most gardens have been 
cleaned up by this time, even though 
nothing has yet been sown in many 
parts of Canada. 

The covering is often left’on rose c 
loo long in the spring with the result 
that a disease of the stem sets in and 
the plants are badly injured. It is de¬ 
sirable to get the stems of roses dry 
as soon as possible; hence, Oven if the 
covering is not removed altogether it 
should, at least, be loosened up so that 
the air will get through, and in our ex¬ 
perience it is better to uncover very 
early rather than to leave it until late. 

Among the first seeds to sow in the 
garden are those of the sweet pea, ane 
the sooner they are sown now the bet¬ 
ter, many hayffig planted them this 
year early in April. The object of 
planting early is’to ensure the root.- 
getting down into the cooler subsoil 
before the hot weather sets in. as the 
sweet pea needs a cool soil for best 
results. Instead of sowing in a trench 


above mentioned 
plants are among the hardiest it will 
be time almost immediately to sow any 
other seeds as danger of frost after 
seedlings are up will soon be over and 
the ground will have warmed up soon. 
Warm soil is just as important for 
some seeds 'as prevention of injury 
from frost, as certain Seeds will not 
germinate in cold soil, and if it is 
moist they will rot instead. 

There is often a temptation to put 
plants which have been growing in the 
house outside as soon as there are a 
few fine, warm day's. While it will 
not hurt to set the pots out on such 
days, ifvthey are taken in at night, 
the plants should not be set in the 
pen ground until the last week of 
lay or early June. Too often plants 
hich have been nursed all winter are 
illcd or badly irijured by spring 
rosts outside.' The geranium is a 
ery popular flower, and too often 
considerabe money is spent for plants 
for a bed only to have them badly in-

Williams, a geologist that a 
certain area between Sheep Creek 
and the Highwood.rivers is the parent 
bed of oil in the High River, Okotoks 
and Black Diamond districts. Sever¬ 
al years ago Messrs, de Noblen Bros, 
while drilling for water on their farm 
near Aldersyde struck a flow of gas 
which was piped into the de Noblen 
farm residence arid to several other 
homes in the locality. There has 
been a steady pressure of gas ever 
since, sufficient for the needs of those 
connected therewith and the pressure 
has not abated in the least. Mr. Wil¬ 
liams, who is acting geologist for Mr.- 
Samuel Drumheller, further investi¬ 
gated the field and says he is confi¬ 
dent that the field is very rich in gas 
and oil. It will be rememberej that 
the High River Gas and Oil Company 
had a lease on this property and in¬ 
stead of boring there commenced to 
drill at High River, where a well was 
put down to a depth of over BOO feet 
when a gas pressure of over 85,000 
cubic feet perl 24 hours was struck. 
Unfortunately (through bungling and 
bad management the above named 
company went into liquidation and the 
well at High River was capped and 
nothing more was done about it. 
While drilling operations were in 
progress' here it was a common sight 
to see the gas well lighted and throw¬ 
ing out a flame to a height of about 
20 or 2B feet. 

Meanwhile we trust that Mr. Drum- 
heller’s investigations will result in 
the location of the parent bed of gas 
and oil in the Aldersyde and High 
River district. 

Messrs. Bricker and Snyder, who 
^re engaged in drilling for gas for 
Messrs. Murray Bros, are now down to 
a depth of over 600 feet and have 
struck a satisfactory flow of gas. 
They intend drilling deeper in order 
to increase the flow which they are 
hopeful Of striking soon. At present 
the drill is going through a very hard 
formation of rock which appears to 
be indicative of a heavy body of gas 
or oil near at hand.
